Three Injured In 
Unusual Car Crash 


On Highway 14

Three people were sent to the 
Viking hospital following a two 
ear taccident about five miles 
east of Viking on highway 14 
last Thursday at about 4 p.m. 

The most seriously injured 
was Mrs. Leif Pederson of Kin- 
sella who suffered a fractured 
vertebrae, chest injuries and 
shock, Mr. Pederson broken ribs, 
and Mr. James Taylor, of Viking, 
shock and injuries to his back 
and foot, A fourth passenger in 
the car, Anne; ten year old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Peder- 
son, slight bruises, was not hos- 
pitalized. 

* Mr. Taylor was returning 
home from Kinsella with ‘Mr. 
and Mrs. Pederson’ and young 
daughter. when a car with two 
soldiers from the Wainwright 
army camp hit the Taylor car 
from behind with such force 
that it rolled over several times 


and finally-landeg up. side down’ 


in a. ditch along the highway. 
The car is practically a total 
wreck and from the looks of. it 
the occupants had a miraculous 
escape from death. The army 


men were taken to ‘the, Viking 


hospital.fer a-check-up ‘but were 
released after examination. Mr. 
Pederson. was released the fol- 
lowing day to haul feed on his 
farm. Mrs. Pederson and Mr. 
Taylor are still in the, local hos- 
pital receiving treatment. 

Mr. Taylor stiated he was driv- 
ing at.a speed of about 45 miles 
per hour when his car- was 
smasheg into from the rear by 
the other: car. 

We understand the police have 
laid a charge of dangerous driv- 
ing against the driver of ‘the 
soldier’s car.

Soil Conservation 

There are too many fields in 
this district on which soil is be- 
ing moved by the wind. Any 
time that you see soil blowing 
off ta field into fence lines, dit- 
ches and bushes you can be sure 
that the productivity of that 
field is being reduced. We see 
the same thing happening in the 
spring ‘and summer when wa- 
ter does damage as well as wind. 
It is much easier to prevent this 


damage than to stop it tand re- 


pair it after the damage is done. 
One cf the most important things 
is to replace fibre in the soil and 


- the best way to do this is to use 


a crop rotation which includes 
grasses and legumes. Working 
straw end stubble back in the 
soil is also a good practice. The 
use of field shelterbelts is also 
a very valuable aid in controll- 
ing erosion. Start thinking now 
about the steps to take this 
spring. 
Lice and Warbles 

These two insects cause a great 


deal of loss to cattlemen each | 


year: Louse control can be car- 
ried out at any time of year. 
While a spray is the most effec- 


tive treatment a dust can be | 


used when the westher is cold. 
For best results treatment should 
usually be in the fall but it is 
effective against: lice at any time 
of year and either a wet or dry 
treatment is satisfactory. 
Warbles are a different pro- 
blem, Treztment has to be done 
when the grub has matured to a 
stage where there is an opening 
in the skin on the animals back. 
This stage varies from mid-Mar. 
to April. Treatment has to be 


‘ with a high pressure sprayer or 


a herd scrubbing with a stiff 
brush so that the insecticide gets 
to the grub. For either lice or 
warbles the treatment should be 
done twice with an interval of 
about two weeks between treat- 
ments. 
Clean Seed Now 

The time is getting shorter, 
roads do not always stay good 
enough to move grain on and it 
is not pleasznt to find yourself 
cleaning seed when you want to 
ibe sowing it. The result is that 
a lot of dirty seed is put into 
the ground at the last minute. 
Weed control is expensive en- 
ough now without planting weed 
seeds so don’t delay too long.

The eight-member liquor com- 
mittee tebled its report in the 
house last week, and as earlier 
forecasts indicated, it recom- 


mends no really drastic changes | 


and suggests that Albertans con- 
tinue to be governed by laws 
which have been altered only 
slightly since prohibition was 


8 repealed in 1924. 


The .only two fundamental 
changes recommended are abol- 
ition of the individual permit 
system for buying liquor, and 
provision for plebiscites in Ed- 
monton and Calgary to determ- 
ine whether men and women 
should drink together in beer 
parlors as they do everywhere 
else in the province. 

Beyond that, things would be 
left much as they are. The com- 
mittee says there should be no 
new types of outlets such as 
cocktail lounges, and no liquor 
sales in restaurants or on trains 
and planes. It recommends 
against relaxing the law prohib- 
iting advertising liquor and beer 
in the province. 

But the really strange thing 
about the report is that four of 
the eight members, including 
chairman Edgar H. Gerhart (SC- 
Edmonton) disagree with it. 
There would have been no ma- 
jority report had Mr. Gerhart 
voted on the recommendations,
